Tallien and 
that this lady had treated 
him with 


great disdain, telling him "she could do 
better 
for herself." 
This account of 


the affair coming from any other quar- 
ter would be more credible. 


"Mme. Tallien came every 
day to 


visitBarras. 
Ido not thinkit possible 


to be lovelier than this woman was 
then. Ishall always, see her like a 
fairy queen among the rest, her beau- 
tiful black hair coiled simply on her 
head without any ornament, round her 
neck a single string of large pearls. 
She 
wore a 
white 
underdress 
and 


tunic of ink crepe, and, sitting on the 
ground playing with a child of three, 
the son of one of Barras' friends, they 
made a group which no classic sculp- 
ture could surpass." 


Arrested May 22, 1794, she was Im- 


prisoned in Les Cannes, 
and it was 


from here that she wrote the stinging 
epistles to her husband 
which induced 
that wavering spirit to dare all in the 
attempt to set her free. 
Armed with 


a dagger in case of failure and all the 
courage 
he could muster, 
Tallien on 


the famous 9th' Thermidor attacked 
Robespierre in a debate which brought 
about the fall of tbe "sea green mon- 
ster." .:;:

The reign of terror came to an end, 


the prisons disgorged their victims, and 
Mme. Tallien received from the people 
the title of Notre Dame de Thermidor. 
The worldwas at her feet, and she daz- 
zled it by her beauty and her charm, 
her lovers and her luxury. Even wom- 
en forgot to be jealous and acknowledg- 
ed what all men proclaimed. 
The fol- 


lowing description is from the pen of 
one of her own sex, Mme. de Chaste- 
nay:

During the directolre Marie de' Medi- 
ci's palace became 
the center of gov- 


ernment and Barras reigned there un- 
der the Inspiration of Mme. Tallien. It 
was she 
who organized 
all the fetes 


and ceremonies 
which enlivened Paris 


after the Terror. In1796 the beautiful 
Spaniard 
was twenty-three and had al- 


ready had an eventful past. The daugh- 
ter of a financier named Cabarrus, she 
had married at the age of sixteen the 
Marquis de 
Fontenay, 
been divorced 


from him in 1703 and had remarried, a 
few months after, Tallien, the conven- 
tlonnel.

treasurer shall keep fulland particular account 
and record ofall their proceedings 
under this 
act, and they shall transmit to the governor an 
abstract 
of all such proceedings 
thereunder, 


with an'annual 
report, to be by the governor 
laid before the legislature biennially; and all 
books and papers pertaining to the matter pro- 
vided forinthis act shall at all times be open to 
the inspection of any party interested, 
or tbe 
governor, or the attorney-general, 
or a

mittee of either branch of the legislature, or a 
jointcommittee ot both, or any citizen ol the 
state. 


Sec. 5. 
For the payment of tho principal 
and interest ofsaid bonds a sinking fund, to 
be known and designated as the "San Fran- 
cisco Seawall SinkingFund"

state treasurer shall, on tho firstday ofeach 
and every month after the sale ofsaid bonds, 
take from the San Francisco harbor improve- 
ment fund such sum as, multiplied by the 
time the bonds 
then sold and outstanding 
have to run, willequal the principal of the 
bonds sold and outstanding at the time said 
treasurer shall so take said sum from said 
San Francisco 
harbor 
improvement 
fund, 


less the amount theretofore taken therefrom 
forsaid purpose: and he shall place thesum 
inthe Sau Francisco 
seawall sinking fund 
created 
by this act. 
Said state 
treasurer 
shall, on controller's 
warrants 
duly drawn 
for that purpose employ the moneys in said 
sinking fnndin the purchase of bonds of the 
United States, orof the State of California, 
orof the several counties 
or municipalities 
ofthe Slate ofCalifornia, which said bonds 
shall bo kept in a proper receptacle, 
appro- 
priately labeled; blithe must ljeep alfrays 
on hand a sufficient amount of money in 
said sinkingfund with which to pay tho In- 
terest on such of the state bonds herein pro- 
vided to be issued as may have theretofore 
been sold. 
And to provide 
means 
for the 
payment of interest on the bonds that may 
be sold and outstanding, said treasurer shall 
monthlytake from the San Fraucisco harbor 
improvement fund, and pay into said sea- 
wallsinkingfund, an amount 
equal to the 
monthlyinterest then due on allbonds then 
sold, delivered and outstanding. 
Tbe board 
of state harbor 
commissioners 
are hereby 


authorized 
and directed by the collection of 
dockage, tolls, rents, wharfage and cranage, 
tocollect a sum of money sufQcicut for the 
purposes ofthis act, over above tljeamount 
limited by section 
two thousand 
five- hun- 
dred and twenty-six ofthe Political Code of 
the State of California. Between the first and 
the tenth day of November, in the year nine- 
teen hundred aud fourteen, and between the 
firstand the tenth day ofNovember of each 
year thereafter until the maturity of said 
bonds, the said treasurer uhall, in tho pres- 
cuce ofthe governor, proceed to draw by lot 
such an amount of bonds as shall be rcquiste 
to exhaust as nearly as may be the amount 
Insaid sinking fund at that time, and shall 
thereupon and before the tenth day of Decem- 
ber following, elve notice by public advertis- 
mefit to be Inserted twice a week for two weeks 
intwo newspapers 
published in the city and 
county ofSan Francisco, and also Inone news- 
paper published hithe city ofOakland, andalso 
inone newspaper published in the city ot Los 
Augeles, and also Inone newspaper 
published 
inthe city ofSacramento, 
stating the number of 
bonds so drawn and that tho principal of said 
bonds willbe paidon presentation to the treas- 
ureron or before the second 
day ol January, 
following, and that from and alter such last 
named date allinterest upon bonds thus drawn 
shall cease and Itshall be the dutyofthe treas-

The last 
general 
census 


gave an increase of 786 over tho re- 
turns of 1890. 
The school census 


reports during that period and since 
do not indicate a corresponding 
ad- 


vance in the minor portion of the 
population. 
The census for the cur- 


rent year, just completed, shows 
a 


loss of 176 children, under 
17 years 


of age as compared with the returns 
of 1903.' 
The ratio of this child class 


to the whole population is about 1to 
4. 
On 
this 
basis 
the decline 
of 


school children would indicate a fall- 
ing off in the total population of 
over 700. 
Of course, there has been 


no such 
shrinkage 
in population, 


[ndeed, itis safe to say 
that there 


are fullyas many— ifnot more—peo- 
ple in Amador 
county 
to-day 
as 


there were a year ago. 
As a couu ty 


we are more than holding our own. 
But the fact must be recognized that 
we are falling back in the school 
census.

by the law 1903 will be applied for 
and paid. 
Nothing f-sther 
can be 


interposed topreveul their payment. 
The auditw, has 
tested 
the matter 


in the court of final resort, 
and on 


the judgment of the lower court be- 
ing affirmed, that the salary law is 
"not an increase 
of compensation," 


he cannot 
do otherwise than issue 


warrants for salary. Itisestimated 
that squaring the difference between 
the fees 
earned 
and paid, and the 


salaries under the new law, will go 
against the county treasury 
to the 


tune of between $5000 and $0000 for 
the seventeen 
months that thisques- 


tion has

over and above the sum they would 
have been entitled to had the law in 
force at the time they were elected 
and qualified been allowed 
to stand. 


Willnot Amador county have a good 
cause of action for the .recovery 
of 


this overplus? 
Suppose 
an expert 


is employed to examine the books of 
county officials at the end 
of the 


present official term, and finds, as 
he willassuredly have tofind from 
the present outlook, that, justices and 
constables 
received 
$15,000 
more 


than they would have received uuder 
the fee system in force at the 
time 


they entered upon their duties, 
and 


recommends 
that suit be brought 


for the recovery of the money. 
To 


whom 
would 
the county look 
for 


redress? 
The auditor and treasurer, 


itmay be said, will be sufficiently 
exonerated for drawing and paying 
the warrants by the judgment of the 
supreme court. 
In likemanner 
the 


justices and constables —and 
their 


bondsmen —can plead the same justi- 
fication. 
We tried the issue in the 


courts, and were told we could draw 
our pay in the shape of a salary 
in- 


stead of fees; and while wecome out 
ahead on the deal 
to the extent of 


many thousands, 
and beat the con- 


stitution' what are you going to do 
about it anyhow? 
The 
reserved 


rights of the people, 
embodied 
in 


the constitution, are of the elastic 
order if this sort of business can 
be 


worked and no remedy found.

'bob,' and a 'quid,' which means a piece 
of tobacco inthis country, is what they 
term a pound. 
Sixpence 
they call a 


'tanner,' fourpence a 'joey' and a penny 
more often than not is unknown to the 
street gamins save as a 'mag.' 
A cab- 


man willnot tell you a ride will cost 
G shillings, but that it will require a 
'bull' to pay' forIt and a half crown is 
'half a bull.' These are prevailing ex- 
pressions for the pieces of money wide- 
ly handled, but proper terms for higher 
amounts 
are kicked aside 
and 
collo- 


quial terms substituted for them. 


"We may think there is a great deal 


of slang in English as we commonly 
use itin this country." Mr.J. E. Sora- 
ghan observes, 
"but in at least one re- 


spect 
the colloquial tongue of England 


surpasses 
the wealth of terms we pos- 


sess in this regard, 
and that is the 


slang relating to money. The American 
uses astonishingly 
few slang words in 


speaking of pieces of money, perhaps 
because 
he has a greatef respect 
for It. 


A five cent piece is usually referred to 
as a nickel, but this is practically the 
only slang term applied to any of our 
money in general use. 
A dime is offi- 


cially a dime, and so is a quarter.

"We have been 
asked if depositors 


would not be better protected ifbanks 
omitted the name from the book, and 
simply numbered it. 
We can see no 


advantage in that. The plan would not 
defeat the purposes of a thief, for one 
who would steal a bank book would 
know the name of the owner, and the 
withdrawal 
of 
deposits 
is 
so 
well 


guarded 
that even with the 
owner's 


name a finder could not get money 
from the bank. 


"In my experience of many years I 


do not recall a case where finders have 
presented 
books in hopes of withdraw- 


ing money. 
It would be almost 
im- 


possible for a person not the owner of 
the.book to withdraw a cent on the 
account. 
At the time of the original 


deposit the depositor, before getting a 
book, has to answer certain 
questions 


which are framed to fix the depositor's 
identity and to protect the depositor. 
The depositor must also leave an auto- 
graph on the bank register. 
Whenever 


money is withdrawn these 
questions 


must be answered 
and the autograph 


attached 
to an order. 
This is an ef- 


fectual test. 
Each book is numbered 
and bears 
the depositor's 
name. 
]',• 


"All this is scarcely 
necessary, 
but 
It makes a bank absolutely 
safe in re- 


spect 
to that deposit, and it puts the 
depositor 
to enough 
trouble 
to make 


him 6V her careful thereafter. 
Every- 


thing having 
been performed as out- 


lined, the 
depositor 
may 
get a new 
book, which means opening a new ac- 
count, as accounts are never duplicated. 


"As soon as a book is reported lost a 


check is made against itin the bank, 
and' the loser is requested 
to advertise 


the loss. 
For from a fortnight to thirty 


days ensuing no money can be with- 
drawn on that account, unless the book 
shall bo found. Ifnot founfl the de- 
positor must apply 
for a new book. 


Generally 
an aflidavit must 
first be 


made 
that the loser 
cannot 
find the 


book and that it has not been trans- 
ferred or assigned. 


"Ifwe don't have at least five per- 


sons every day come in here to give 
notice of their lost bank book we think 
itunusual," said a cashier of one of the 
citybanks recently.

tilings too hot for himself 
he takes 


refuge in his tower, and by the un- 
written law of the 
country 
he can 


never be starved out so long as food 
and water are brought 
to him by a 


woman. 


In Afghanistan the people are good 


haters. 
The blood feud exists in all 


Afghan tribes. 
When a murder 
oc- 


curs the avenger 
does not limit his re- 


prisal to the murderer, but kills any 
relative that comes handy. 
This, in 


turn, calls for a counter attack, and in 
time 
matters 
become 
so complicated 


that 
whole families are 
wiped out. 


When the tribe is called upon to meet 
a common 
enemy 
the heads 
of the 


families who have had a quarrel bury 
two stones side by side in the presence 
of the inollau as symbolic of the feud 
being put out of 6lght during the pub- 
lic danger. 
When 
affairs 
revert 
to 


their normal state the stones 
are sol- 


emnly disinterred and the two parties 
are free to go on shooting at each other 
again.
